One newspaper boldly* printed 
an article em boding these suggestions, was 
sued for libel, severely reprimanded by tho 
court, and obliged to pay heavy damages. 
Tho uproar the country was in over this 
case, anil the way man, woman and child 
turned 
detective, thoroughly alarmed tho 
kidnappers, aud they deserted plan 
after 
plan proposed to Mr. ltoss for the exchange, 
so aft aid were they of being intr ap ped. 
In 
the history of civilization there has never been 
a crime like this, nor one that as thoroughly 
baffled detective*. 
One plan proposed by the abductors, and 
which involved almost fatal consequences to

Ilion the public were electrified at hearing 
that two burglars had been killed while rob­ 
bing a house in Bay Ridge; that one, Mosher, 
died instantly, and that his comrade, Douglass, 
lived only long onoygh to confess the stealing 
of Charley Ross, and to solemnly swear that 
no one but the dead man knew his whereatonts, 
and so it is to-day that the fate of that little, 
sunny-faced, golden-haired boy is still wrapped 
in a dark mystery. 
Tho safety of* millions of children has been 
purchased, it seems too sadly true, by the life 
of one, though the parents of that one still 
fondly cling to the hope that their son will somo 
day appear among them. 
‘"‘The hue arid cry that rang this great Repub­ 
lic,” said Mr. lions, “strangled this species of 
crime in its birth. 
No one dreamed before

In Hie first two years alone over three 
hundred children, scattered from Maine to 
Ban Francisco, and even in England, Scotland, 
Cuba, Nova Scotia and Canada, were sup­ 
posed to be my child from the resemblance to 
his pictures or the mystery surrounding them. 
I have often thought of the extraordinary 
number, if girls are included, or children 
about whose existence and surroundings there 
is something suspicious.” 
“ Has this hunt for Charley ever resulted in 
the return of any lost children to their 
parents?" 
“Yes, of a number; for, though mine was 
the first case on which a ransom had been 
put, 
other children have been stolen 
by

to beg for them,

most pitiful case I know was that of tittle 
Henry Iiachmuller, of St Louis, who was 
stolen from his father's garden by two tramps, 
who had a woman with them, and wanted a 
child to tog.

A pit 
was made in the center of the large 
room. 
It wras eight feet across, two 
feet high, and octagonal in shape. One 
of the turtles was 26 inches 
a;ross 
its 
back, and weighed 
nearly 123 
pounds. 
The 
other 
was 20 inches 
and weighed 108 pounds. 
Both had 
been foil on raw meat for two weeks, 
with plenty of pepper to make them 
ugly. 
The Northfield turtle was han­ 
dled by a brawny blacksmith, and the 
Southfield representative by 
a boss 
stevedore both of whom were heavy 
and strong men. 
Tile handlers were 
I each provided with a strong hickory 
stick that was cut from a branching 
sapling, and was 
shaped with a tail 
about five feet long. 
When a judge and referee had been 
selected the handlers began, first prod­ 
ding the turtles with the sticks. As 
soon as the turtles were struck under 
the shell behind they would raise up 
on their legs and dart their heads out, 
trying to snap at the person torment­ 
ing them. 
Then the handlers quickly 
slipped the forked ends of tlie pole 
between the head and shell of the tur­ 
tles and across their necks. 
That pre­ 
vented their heads from being drawn in. 
The big turtles were then pushed close 
together and 
their 
heads 
bumped 
against one another. 
This 
w*as done 
quite violently several times, when the 
nose of the Northfield one was shoved 
into the tender flesh of the neck of 
Southfield’s 
champion. 
The 
latter 
quickly raised his claw and buried one 
of the talons in the eye of the other. 
This was sufficient, and the turtles were 
soon in fierce combat. 
They stood up 
on their feet and moved al>out almost 
as quick as fighting cocks. 
They would 
watch for an opening and then strike 
as quick as any game bird could do. 
Sometimes they w ould get side by side, 
biting arui tearing one 
another’s un­ 
protected parts as fiercely and rapidly 
as they could, the object seeming to lie 
to use up 
the other 
aud reach a vital 
part. 
Neither 
of them 
at 
any 
time showed any dasire to stop, and d’d 
not need 
any further urging on. As 
quick as 
one made 
a snap the other 
would dart around at a surprisingly 
quick pace and try to break the other’s 
hold. 
If that succeeded the watching 
and dodging for an opening would be­ 
gin again. 
At the end of the first hour the South­ 
field turtle had lost its tail, its right 
leg, and had a big ragged wound in its 
neck. 
The Northfield turtle could not 
nse its right front leg, which was ap­ 
parently broken, and was at a disadvan­ 
tage from the loss of one eye. 
After a 
two hours and fifteen minutes struggle, 
the Southfield turtle managed to get on 
the blind side of his opponent and 
seized it with its sharp l>eak by the 
throat. 
It held on vigorously and in a 
few* minutes its opponent was dead. 


Things in General. 


The late New Y’ork Legislature en­

Giving property to former Slaves. 


Louisville Courier-JoiirnaL 
Many of the owners of slaves that 
were liberated by the war havo kept 
their former slaves as hired help. 
This 
is especially the case in Fayette and 
Bourborn counties, Ky. 
Now that tho 
slave-owners are growing old, and that 
many of them are dying off, the cases 
are numerous in winch tim former 
slaves or their offspring are willed a 
part or all of the master’s property. 
In 
some of these cases the colored heirs are 
children of the white testator, but in 
most of them, however, they are not. 
This making negroes the heirs of white 
man’s property has given rise to litiga­ 
tion in which the validity of such an in­ 
heritance has been tested. 
A case in 
point has just been decided in the Bour­ 
bon county courts. 
The slaves of John 
Morris lias continued to live with their 
former owners after they had become 
freedmen. 
Mrs. Morris died three years 
ago, and left by will to a former slave a 
house and lot which she held in her own 
right. 
Some of Mrs. Morris’ relatives 
declared their intention to contest this 
will. 
Mr. Morris, the surviving hus­ 
band, when he learned this, became so 
much incensed that he changed his w ill 
cut off from his surviving relatives al­ 
most entirely, and willed the bulk of 
his property to his former slaves. 
Very 
soon after this he died. 
James Morris, 
a brother, contested the will, and Judge 
French and a jury, after full hearing, 
have decided it valid.

A. Session or tike Supreme Court. 
W hen twelve o’clock comes, there ar# 
perhaps a dozen lawyers sitting at tho 
tables within tho bar, aud a score of 
spectators waiting on the crimson plush 
sofas for the court to open. 
A rustle oi 
silk is heard from the open door lead­ 
ing to the retiring-rooms. 
At the other 
t^le of the chandler sits a young man at 
a de.'k, who has been listening for a few 
minutes for that sound. 
He rises, and 
announces in a clear voice: 
"The Hon­ 
orable the Chief Justices and Associate 
Justice* of the Supremo Court of the 
United States,” whereupon lawyers and 
«l>eetator8 all get up on their feet. The 
rustling sound approaches, and there 
enters a procession of nine (lignified old 
men, clad in black silk gowns that 
reach almost to their feet, w ith whie 
sleeves and ample skirts. 
At the head 
walks the Chief-Justice, and the others 
follow* in the order of their length of 
service in the court. 
They stand a 
moment in front of their chairs, and all 
bow at once to the bar. 
The lawyers 
ret nm the salute; then the judges sit 
down, the Associates being careful, 
however, nos to occupy their chairs lie- 
fore the Chief-Justice is settled in his. 
Now the young man, who is the crier, 
exclaims, in a monotonous fashion: 
“Oyez! oyez! 
oyez! 
All persons 
having business lieforc the Honorable 
Supreme Court of the United States are 
admonished to draw near and give their 
attention, for the court is now sitting. 
God save the United States and this 
honorable court!” 
Business begins prom ptly and is dis­ 
patched rapidly 
First, motions are 
heard, then the docket is taken up. 
The Chief Justice calls the case in order 
in a quiet tone, and a lawyer is on the 
floor making an argum ent, while you 
are still expecting that there w ill lie 
some further formality attending th* 
opening of so august a tribunal. 
The proceedings are impressive only 
from tneir simplicity. 
Usually the ar­ 
guments of counsel are delivered in 
low, conversational tones. 
Often the 
judges interrupt to ask questions. 
In 
patent eases, models of machinery ara 
frequently used to illustrate an argu­ 
ment, and are handed up to the judges 
for examination, or a blackboard is used 
for diagrams. 
W ere it not for the gray 
hair and black gow ns of the judges, you 
might almost imagine at times that the 
gentleman 
at the blackboard, with 
crayon in hand, was a college professor 
lecturing to a class. 
Or you may hap- 
i*en in w hen a lawyer in charge of a ease 
is leaning over the long desk in front of 
the judges, holding a conversation with 
one of them on some intricate point in 
a mechanical device, and you would 
hardly think that the conversation was 
the plea in a patent ease involving per­ 
haps a million dollars. 
The bench has long lieen only a tra ­ 
dition in all our courts. 
Each Justice 
of the Suprem e Court has a chair to 
suit his own notions of what constitute* 
a comfortable seat. 
Some of the chair* 
have high backs to rest the head, some 
have low backs; some have horse-hair 
cushions, some velvet, some no cushions 
at all. 
Chief-Justice W aite sits in the 
middle of the row.—E. V. Smalley, in 
C entury May it hie.

SUGGESTION’S OF TAM IL 


To TAKe oil-spots out of matting, <b\, 
wet Hie spot with alcohol, rub it with 
hard soap, and then wash w ell with cold 
« a ter. 
T<* renovate old black silk s|>onge it 
with spirits of amnionia or alcohol, di­ 
luted with water, and press on tho 
v. rong side. 
To remove stains from cups or other 
articles of tableware or marbleized oil­ 
cloths, nil* them with saleratus, either 
with the finger or a piece of linen. 
To rid a room of tho disagreeable 
smell of fresh paint, let a pailful of wa­ 
ter in w hich a handful of hay has l*oen 
{*lneed stand in the room over night. 
Coffee pounded in a mortar and 
roasted on an iron {date, sugar burned 
on hot coals, and vinegar boiled with 
myrrh and sprinkled on the floor and 
furniture of a sick room, are excellent 
deodorizers. 
I f you dip your broom in clean, hot 
suds once a week, then shake it till it is 
almost dry, and then hang it up, or 
stand it with the handle down, it will 
last twice as long as it would without 
this operation. 
To insure paste from molding put 
into it a proportion of alum and resin. 
A few drops of any essential oil will 
preserve leather from mold, and a single 
clove put into a little of ink will have 
the same effect upon it, 


W h e n about to buttonhole the bottom 
of a flannel skirt, whether for a child or 
woman, double the flannel as if you 
w ere to hem it, and baste it in place. 
This will give firmness and body to it, 
and it will last at least twice as long. 
The fuchsia should have a period of 
r<‘st. during which time it will drop its 
leaves, and when at rest w ater sparingly, 
If the pot is plunged iu a shaded situa­ 
tion it will not require any watering 
during the summer, or, if the plant is in 
flower all summer, put in a warm, dry 
cellar until about the 1st of March. 
To grow a pretty vine from the sw eet 
potato, put a tuber in pure sand, or 
sandy loam, in a hanging basket, a al 
water occasionally. 
It will throw out 
tendrils and beautiful leaves, and climb 
freely over the arms of the basket, and 
i j)ward toward the top of tho w indow 
Not one visitor in a hundred but w ill 
sii]>]>osc it to besonio rare foreign plant. 
W hitening Beeswax.—My way is to 
make the wax and pour it while hot in­ 
to a quantity of the coldest water I can 
get: ti ie cold water sets it quickly and 
it will look like a large sponge; then 
take ont of the water and lay it in a 
sunny place out of doors, leaving it 
there until white enough to suit, occa­ 
sionally turning it over. 
It bleaches in 
a short time. 
Then melt again and 
mould it into any desired shape. Some­ 
times I strain it through a cloth at the 
final melting.—Exchange. 
By taking the upper eyelashes be­ 
tween the thum b and finger, and draw­ 
ing the lid completely over the under 
lashes, and gently moving it backw ard 
and forward, any specks in the eve 
fasten onto the lower fringe, and rem ail 
there after having let go the upper. 
This is a sure plan and can be adopted 
anyw here; but it requires some perse­ 
verance. to enquire it, and should not be 
given up if the first attem pts are un­ 
successful. 
Any disagreeable feeling 
about it is not half so painful or danger­ 
ous as i i occasioned by the sm allest 
speck.

A Soldier's Remarkable Crime and its Ex­ 
piation -R e markable Coolness of tne 
P rison er. 
Oomwpontlonee of tho Commercial Advertiser. 
It is not often that capital punish­ 
ment is inflicted in Italy; anil if any 
roan ever deserved the benefit of exten­ 
uating: circum stances, Mifldea did. 
But 
ho was a soldier, and military laws are 
more seven* than civil laws. Misdealt 
hist«i v aru! crime were worthy of scien­ 
tific study, however, and more good to 
society might, have been gained by 
keeping him under observation than by 
shooting him in the back. 
Misdea was a young Calabrese, and 
was serving his soldier years when he 
committed the crime for which his lite 
has I teen taken. 
He was so particular­ 
ly mild and gentle in his speech and 
instillers that 
his 
fellow 
soldiers 
looked upon him almost as an imbecile 
and frequently laughed at him accord­ 
ingly, without, however, ever causing a 
frown to farrow his brow, or even a mo­ 
mentary flash of anger to light in his 
eyes. 
He had almost completed his 
soldier years without any complaint lie 
tng brought against him, either by his 
superiors or his companions. 
Yet this 
man suddenly awoke one night w;th a 
terrinle desire to kill his sleeping om- 
panions, and then ami there in the 
dirkoees of the night, he fell indiscrim­ 
inately upon his companions, striking 
right and left, with the fury of a mad­ 
man. 
The terror and confusion that 
ensued can l>o iuiagiuod. 
No one saw 
or knew whence tile fatal blows came 
till a light was procured, when Misdea 
was seen frantically rushing aland, with 
his eyes out of their sockets, and his 
hands red with blood. 
He hail killed 
eight of his companions liefer© lie could fort 
l>e secured. 
The following morning all Italy 
clamored for Misdeal blots!. 
He had, 
however, to be tried, and tried by court i 
martial. 
The highest ami greatest in 
Naples sought jtermission to lie present 
at the trial, and it was with the utmost 
difficulty that tickets could lie pro- j 
cured.

Misdeal smile, in fact, soon became a 
subject of discussion both in conversa- ; 
Lion and iii the press? AN as it imbecile I 
tv or was it dash? Once, and once 
only, did the smile disappear,when lie

A Talk With Governor Blackburn The 
Disease Hot Contagious, but Epidemic. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 
A re p rio r yesterday met ex-Govern­ 
or Luke P. Blackburn, and knowin 
that he had probably l*een throng 
more cholera aud yellow - fever epidem­ 
ics than any other man alive, asked him 
what his opinion was as to the probabil­ 
ity that cholera would invade this coun­ 
try. 
"No man can tell," said the ex-gov­ 
ernor; “ it comesas a thief in the night, 
without warning, as it came to Frank- 
Ky., in 1832. 
At that time there 
were some cases in New York, but no­ 
where else in tile United Stab*. 
It 
struck Frankfort on November 24; it 
was very cold ami tho ground was fro­ 
zen. 
It ha*l snowed that morning. No 
one expected the cholera any more than 
they expects! an earthquake; yet lie- 
tween 12 o’clock at night and daylight 
twelve persons had died of it. 
Again, 
the disease may come as it did in 1835. 
In 1833 cholera had prevailed in every 
I im cebine district in the state of Ken­ 
tucky, bat in no granite district in this 
state or elsewhere. 
It had passed off 
the continent and all fears had disap- 
peared; yet on Saturday, August 5, 
1835, it broke out in Versailles and in 
Hopkinsville, towns 15U miles apart, ut 
aliout the same hour.

w as asked why he committed the atro­ 
cious crime. 
Then his lips compressed 
and his brow* knit ami his eyes shot 
lightning, and he hissed out these 
Words: "To see if they had the cour­ 
age of a Calabrese—those Piedmoe- 
tese !* 
All Calabrese hate Piedmontese, you 
must know. 
But w as that hatred suf­ 
ficient to cause such a crime? 
No. 
Four doctors proved that Misdea was 
subject to epileptic fits, during which 
he was not responsible for las own ac­ 
tu *ns. 
Such a man should never lie 
left unguarded or by himself; but he 
could not lie punished by death for a 
crime from which he would be the first 
to shrink when in his right senses. 
Nevertheless the court sentenced him 
to deatli—to lie shot iii the back, “ the 
most cruel death that could be inflicted 
on him,” the presidentof the court told 
him when delivering the sentence; Ii is 
counsel appealed against tho sentence, 
but to no purpose; the doctors pub­ 
lished letters in the pajiers, pleading 
for mercy, but in vain; the king, who 
pardons every crime, even wln*n di­ 
re c ts against himself, was appealed to, 
but in vain. The ministry was appealed 
to, but in vain. 
Even the archbishop 
of Naples begged for mercy, but iii 
vain. 
When the Chaplain De Luca brought 
the tidings to the cardinal's defeat. Mis­ 
dea, and all the soldiers and guardians 
present, knelt to here the message. 
The cardinal's appeal to the king made 
a wonderful impression here, and the 
walls were for several days placarded 
with, “V. G. S. A la Guglielmo Sanfe- 
lioe.” 
AI is. lea’s sentence was also pla­ 
carded on the walls, and on the fortifi­ 
cations, as also in all the barrac ks of 
the town, and throughout the country. 
Up to the last hour almost Misdea con­ 
tinued to believe that the king would 
pardon him. 
“He pardoned Passan- 
ante," he kept on saying. 
Passanante, 
you know, was the luau who attempted 
UN kill the king six years ago. Up to 
the last he swore to the chaplain he did 
not know’ w hat lie did on the night of j 
I he crime; that he must have been drunk, * 
but that, anyway, he 
reignited of 
what 
he 
had 
so 
involuntarily , 
done. The chaplain, De Luca, remained 
with Misdea from the moment tho sen- J 
fence was pronounced to tho last, j 
Misdea, like most Italians, had an image 
of the Virden Mary round his neck, aud 
he hissed this incessantly. On the even­ 
ing before his death lie ate macaroni 


H a d fried fish. 
The execution was 
fixed for 4 ;30 o’clock in the morning. 
Misdea left prison at *2:30 o'clock in a car 
draw n by four horses, accompanied by 
carbineers on horseback aud a com­ 
pany of foot soldiers. The chaplain and 
six soldiers sat with him in the car. 
Al isdea smoked all the w ay. he lis­ 
tened to the chaplain, however, with 
great respect. 
They arrived at the 
place of ex«*eution at 4 o'clock precisely. 
The first thing Misdea saw on alighting 
was the funeral car that was afterwards 
to take his body to the burialgrouiid. 
He alighted without assistance, and 
stood erect all the time the colonel of 
the regiment read the sentence to 
him. 
After this 
Misdea was 
tied 
to a chair with his back to tho sol­ 
diers; his ey*is were next bandaged, and 
then the chaplain was led away by an 
officer. Fourteen of the best shots in 
the regiment were chosen for the execu­ 
tion, eight of whom stood in front and 
six at the hack. 
At a sign the forward 
eight moved silently to about five steps 
from Misdea, whilst the reserve stood 
six times at IO steps from the first. 
Then came a moment of intense silence, 
then at a sign, the soldiers fired. 
Death 
was instantaneous. Six balls hail en­ 
tered the head, two the I »aek. The body 
fell forward, dragging the chair with it. 
The chaplain fainted. It was im J Ris­ 
ib le to examine the skull, it tieing com­ 
pletely fractured.

A Confederate Private’s Graphic Recol­ 
lections of Malvern KUI—• laughter of 
Thousands of Bops In Gray by Federal 
Artillery—Discomfiture of Ess, Jackson, 
and Ti ewy sit set. 
Letter to Washington Republican. 
In a former letter, published in The 
Republican, the writer stated that the 
brigade to w hich he belonged (Kemper’s 
of Longstreet’s grand division) had been 
defeated and more than decimated in 
killed, wounded, and captured the day 
liefore at Frazier’s farm. 
Accordingly, 
in order to give the brigade, a chance to 
get together all its available men, strag­ 
glers, cooks, and even baggage guards 
who had lieen left behind—all were to 
take their places in the ranks, for tho 
coming battle— it was placed a good dis­ 
tance in the rear of the right wing, 
which early in the morning began to 
tako position as rapidly as the dense 
pine ami scrub oak forests would permit. 
So that the men of the brigade had a good 
chance to guess, by noting the bulk of 
the troops passing and tho direction 
taken, where the storm of battle would 
lie most likely bi burst forth—that is to 
say, on our right. 
Finally, late in the afternoon, the or­ 
der for the assault was passed along the 
right wing, and the deadly work began, 
with tho preliminary cannon shots and 
thowing forward of skirmishers, and 
instantly a crash and yell arose— 
"As if tho fiends from heaven that fell 
Had pealed tho banner cry of hell’’— 
as the first lino of the confederates 
swopt forward in the charge.

Some Facts About Peppermint. 
It may not be generally known,' but 
it is nevertheless the fact, that the 
United States is the leading producer 
of peppermint and pepper mint oil in 
the world. It is principally grown in 
the state of Michigan and in Wayne 
County, N. Y. 
Our production of the 
oil in 1878 reached as high as 150,000 
pounds, but in 1883 the yield was com­ 
puted as not more than 35,000 pounds. 
This year a larger acreage has been 
planted, but prices have advanced on ac­ 
count of the decreased stocks. The us­ 
ual annual consumption of the world 
is about 100,000 pounds, but it is ex­ 
pected there will be a considerable in­ 
crease this year, as also in other essen­ 
tial oils, on account of apprehension of 
choleva. Peppermint is grown to best 
advantage in good garden soils, but re­ 
quires an abundance of moisture. 
An 
acre will grow plants enough to yield 
from eight to fifteen pounds of oil, a 
cording to the age of the plant and the 
locality, and the price is from $3225 to 
$3.75 a pound. 
There are no large 
farms entirely devoted to this product, 
bat it is cultivated in small quantities 
by many farmers. 
It is used in medi­ 
cine, confectionery and for perfumery, 
and is diluted with alcohol and water to 
to make essence of peppermint. It is 
also largely used by sanitary engineers 
for testing joints and traps, a few drops 
poured in a wash bowl or closet making 
its presence sensible to smell at any im­ 
perfect joints in a pipe leading there­ 
from, its pungent ordor not being ap­ 
parently at all affected by the sewer 
gases. 
Peppermint is to a considerable 
extent adulterated with castor oil, oil 
of turpentine and oil of pennyroyal, but 
the adulterations can be detected with­ 
out much difficulty.

stop it ? 
The season has no influence 
over it, and one attack only predisposes 
a jiersou to a second attack instead of 
giving immunity. 
You may cure a 
case, but in tile meanwhile somebody 
else has taken it, and the spread goes 
on. A jierson who has had it once will 
meet and contract it again, ami so on to 
J tho cud. You may follow the course of 
cholera from the Ganges to the Equa­ 
tor, and you will find that it has never 
prevailed in a granite country, but al­ 
ways in a calcareous conntry.” 
“Has this anything to do with the or­ 
igin of cholera?” 
“Yes; there are evidently two censes ; 
for cholera—a remote or atmospheric j 
cause aud the immediate cause, which , 
must lie the character of the water us* J. 
AA hen the atmospheric cause prevails, 
the earthy salts contained in limestone 
water aud the organic matter in water 
that after standing 24 hours becomes 
offensive, are the exciting or immediate 
cause ami develop tile disease.

there is no occasion for special alarm 
liecause of the existence of cholera in 
France. It may drop down upon Louis­ 
ville to-night and kill agreat many peo­ 
ple, as it has come suddenly heretofore 
toother places; but to-morrow every 
man can protect himself and his family 
by boiling tho water that they drink, or 
by using green tea, this lieing an as­ 
tringent and more palatable than boiled 
water. 
The water of tea should be 
thoroughly boiled and it may then be 
cooled by putting lake ice in it. ”

Some Seasonable H ints for the 
Benefit of Heated Humanity. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 
The temjierature of our bodies, which 
normally is about ninety-eight and one- 
, half degrees, is modified markedly by 
our clothing, our food and driuk, our 
| habits whether active or otherwise, and 
by the temperature of tho place in 
w h i c h we may happen to lie. 
The 
point just named is one of the most im- 
(Mirtant, yet little need lie said of it for 
I the reason that now’ this is practically 
lieyond our control. Excess of moisture 
in the air is said to lie and doubtless 
i dot* make a high tenijierature more 
a distressing, because it causes Hie water 
that 
exudes from our bodies in the 
form of sweat to remain upon tho sur­ 
face of the laxly, a circumstance that 
greatly retards the elimination of heat. 
Gentle currants of cool air are agreeable 
and refreshing, because they hasten the 
evaluation from the surface. 
The influence of muscular activity on 
the laxly temperature is well known 
aud though we cannot all control our 
movements at all times, yet bv experi­ 
ence all will find that “go slow” is a 
very good rule to go by in hot weather 
- that is, when the teuqierature of the 
I air gets up among the nineties, previous 
J to which none should complain. 
The food and drink most suitable for 
summer use can be quickly named. Use 
a minimum amount of fat and heated 
food, but take care to use the most nu­ 
tritious and digestable substances that 
I can lie commanded. 
Heated foods are 
j I lest used at breakfast time. 
Perfectly 
mature fruits used raw or fruit not 
I quite rijie cooked. 
Cold boiled ham, 
j tongue or beef, good bread aud butter 
J and good oold milk make a suitable sum- 
j mer lunch. 
The milk may at times lie 
I sushtituted by cold lemonade. The two 
| should, however, in no case be used to- 
I getlier. The clothing best adapted to 
hot weather wear is loose garments of 
woolen fabrics, notably flannel. 
This 
for the reason that the material just 
named aids the evaporation from the 
surface of the body liefore referred to. 
Wiping the face, hands and arms with 
a cloth wet with cool water, followed 
by drying these surfaces gently, is at 
times very grateful.

Ans.—The horse is suffering from 
disease of tho bladder, probably catarrh, 
as indicated, by the whiteness of the 
urine, and it may lie that tile stomach 
and bowels are involved in the disorder, 
as indicated by the capricious appetite. 
Give a pint of linseed oil, and rejieat it 
the second day. Then give one dram 
doses of chlorate of potash daily for IO 
days; foeti at the same time bran and 
linseed mash, with one drain of pow­ 
dered gentian root, or Peruvian bark. 
The swollen legs should lie rubbed with 
a rough roolen cloth aud then with al­ 
cohol applied by the baud.—Rural New 
Yorker. 


Every farmer should keep a can of the 
olio wing 
mixture: 
Kerosene, 
two 
quarts; linseed oil, one gill; resiu, one 
ounce. 
Melt the resin in the linseed 
oil, and add to the kerosene. Coat all 
fsteel or iron tools, wherever bright, 
with this when they are to lie idle, if 
for only a few-days. 
It will not take

Heads cut off, 
limbs lopjied, bowels torn oat, legs torn 
from the trunks, trunks crushed into 
an undistinguishable mass -a heaped 
up mass of pounded flesh, that had lieen 
strong, breathing men twelve hours be­ 
fore. 
Oh! it was horrible! and this es­ 
pecially where the huge shells of the 
gunboats had exploded among the as­ 
saulting ranks.

James J. Hill, Esq., President of the St. Paul 
and Manitoba Railroad, running through the 
famous Dalrymple wheat farm, gave a reporter 
a little lecture on domestic economy worth re­ 
peating: 
“But how much better,” lie said, “if all these 
vast farms were cut up into smaller one* 
of 160 or 320 aer«'« each; bettor for the farmers, 
better for the railroads. 
Where tfaro is sc 
much land all in gram, the farm er's opera­ 
tions are 
crowded 
into five 
months ol 
the 
vear. 
The 
other 
seven 
he 
lies 
idle. If his wheat fails, his year is lost 
By and by even this fertile soil will be worn 
out without rotation of crops. 
If he raised 
fewer acres of wheat and cultivated it liettor 
be would make tnore money. 
Crowding all 
his operations into the brief summer months, 
his teams are worn out and liis expenses for 
labor greatly increased. It is not careless ness, 
bnt too great haste, that lets those weeds out 
there grow; hot wheat growing u e -<1 not inter­ 
fere with the raising of *to k or other crops. 
The tm<- economy is for all to go hand in hand. 
But they tell you this is not a stock raising 
country. 
There is no 1st ter in the worlL 
Hogs, sheen and c-attle all do wolL 
It is true 
they must be housed in the winter, but so 
they must in any place. 
As for f«-e<l, hay 
enough is burned off every year which, if fed 
would realize more money than the wheat 
brings. Enormous crops of turnips, potatoes 
and other roots can be raised, and, as you see, 
corn can be cultivated to some extent. 
Com­ 
pare the relative profit if grain and stock rais­ 
ing. 
Always in a new country they raise wheat 
as long as they can, because it is the easiest 
and quickest turned into money 
Once Ten­ 
nessee was a wheat state. 
Now they are buy­ 
ing Minneapolis bran. 
How do English farm ­ 
er* manage to pay 15 to 25 shillings rent per 
acre for land each year? 
. MOKE THAN THIS, 
land here is made imsre valuable by stock rais­ 
ing. 
Why they buy our cattle and buy oil cake 
to feed them and still make money, because 
they turn it into high class beef and mutton. 
Do you know the NYintKor hotel, New York, 
pays' 4o cents a pound for its beef? The onlv 
real economy for the farmers is to raise stoek 
with his field crops, and the l*est stock obtain­ 
able. 
Then all wa-te is worked np and a fail­ 
ure or drop in the price of wheat is not ruin. 
The true policy of the railroad is to promote 
population 
Some 16 jh.t cent of even our re­ 
ceipts are from hauling wheat—about half the 
passenger receipts. 
So firmly am I convinced 
that this is the true policy for l*)th railroad 
and people, that I have spent $50,000 in pla­ 
cing one or two thoroughbred bulls in most of 
the counties through wliirh our lines pass, and 
I think it the best investment I ever made.” 
President Hill expressed his emphatic be­ 
lief that the farmers of Minnesota and Dakota 
need education on this point

it are handsome, substantial mansions of gray 
granite, such as

built far baek from the road in the midst of 
spreading lawn*, sprinkled with l>eds of gay 
flower*. 
M«>ro peaceful and beautiful su r­ 
rounding* one 
could hardly find, and a 
immature farm of a few acres, now dotted 
with Hire- t-suilling hay-co. ks, next to Mr. 
Ross' place, even suggested the country 
Tie house of Mr. Boss is a spacious double 
one, built of stone and surmounted by a cupola. 
It stands on tho summit of a great slope, and, 
with its broad piazza covered with climbing 
honeysuckle* and roses, its huge basket of 
plants and ferns, aud its friendly elms and 
oaks, looks a secure and pleasant retreat from 
noi*e and turmoil, tho dust and confusion of 
the world. 
S.tting on tho front veranda, I remarked how 
thoroughly the great hedge of fir trees at the 
foot of the lawn cat off tho view of the street

helped the wretches who stole my children to 
escape with them. Ten years ago the 1st of

year* old, and still in petticoat*, was playing 
In the road with his brother Walter, two years 
older than himself. 
While they were frolick­ 
ing about two men camo along m a wagon 
drawn by one horse. 
It seems they had seen 
tho children !x*fore and given them candy. 
That day they invited the boys to get in for a 
little ride, promising them firecrackers and 
candy. 
They, fearing nothing, complied, and 
were s**en, as wo found later, by some of the 
neighbors. 
“When I got Lome at 6 o’clock to tea, Mrs. 
I toss and my eldest daughter b qpg at AlautR* 
City for their health, tne children had not re­ 
turned 
The neigborhooj was scoured in vain, 
and at 8 o'clock, on my way to the central offioe 
to telegraph the police stations, we met Walter 
returning home with Mr. Peacock, a fri>*d of 
the family who had found him crying bitterly 
on a street corner iu the northern part of l*hila 
delphia, just seven mrb*» from home. 
“ The boy was nearly paralyzed with fright, j 
but managed to relate how these men promised 
to take them to ‘Aunt Susie'.* to buy, sweet# and 
firm raokers; that they had lifted him out of I 
the wagon aud sent him into a shop to get the m 
and when he came out hey had disappeared 
w .th Charley. 
The police thought the men j 
on a drunken frolic, and when sobered, woukl 
Is* alarmed at w hat they had done, aud turn 
Charley adrift 
“Tno theory proved false 
On the 3d of 
July we advertised for him with a reward, and j 
tie* next day wu received an anonymous letter 
in disguised writing, the first of a series of 
twenty-three, which *aid the child was safe, 
but that no living power coaid discover him, 
and his father would have to pay a ‘big cect’ to j 
get him hack. 
The next letter demanded a ran- 
*<«m of #20,GO, from which sum the kidnappers • 
never abated a dot, with tho alternative of put- ; 
Ung the child to death.” 
it is impossible in a letter to describe the 
methods used for the recovery of the child and 
the capture of his jailers, who demanded that 
the money should be paid iu advance of the re­ 
turn of the boy. 
While negotiations were j 
pending 70/00 photographs of little Charley 
were distributed throughout the laud, and tons 
of pouters, handbills and Uihograptui sown 
broadcast 
The citizens of Philadelphia of- > 
fercd a reward of #30,00© for tlio kidnapper*, 
of which reward the police volunteered to claim 
no part, and other large sum* were offered from 
public and private sources, while tlie pressure I 
put on Mr nows not to jeoj>ardi»* the safety of 
every child in tho land by paying the ransom 
was tremendous. 
The p.licH force and detective bureaus of the 
w h o le country engaged in the search, and in j 
Penusvlvania, New York, and New Jersey every 
nver f>oat and saloon, every outhouse, stable 
and place of ill repute, every hotel aud lodging 
house, tramp quarters, burglar's haunt, barn, 
mill, ferry and deserted hut was searched, and 
everv building, private and public, in Phila­ 
delphia gone through. 
The post office and all 
the letter-boxes were 
watched, 
detectives 
wat 'bed every train that left or entered the ! 
city. 
Human ingenuity wore itoelf threadbare ’ 
ui attempts to recover the stolen l*>y. 
Fraud, too, found a festival in this new form 
of domestic calamity, and Mr Ross received 
thousands of letters from spiritualists, clair­ 
voyants and mediums, aud even from black­ 
mailers of aii sort«, including convict* in jaii 
and m urder-rs awaiting their doom, profess­ 
ing knowledge of the abductors. 
Then came a host of these vile creations 
called annovmous letter*, always the work, as 
BuperintetoV wt Walling says, o*f creatures who 
have ail the willingness but not the courage of 
murder ” These letters were to the police, 
s u g g e s tin g that Mr. Iioss stolehis own child; | 
that if his fine garden were dug np its bones i 
would t>e discovered; that the child was not ■ 
Mr. Boss,’ etc. 
One uewspaper boldly printed 
an article emboding these suggestions, was 
sued for liliel, severely reprimanded by tho 
court, and obliged to pay heavy damage*. 
Tho uproar the country was hi over this 
case, and tho way man, woman and child i 
turned 
detective, thoroughly alarmed the j 
kidnappers, and they deserted plan 
after 
plan proposed to Mr. Ross for the exchange, 
so af raid were they of being intrapped. 
In 
the historv of civilization there has never been 
a crime like this, nor one that as thoroughly 
baffled detectives. 
One plan proposed by the abductors, and 
which involved almost fatal consequences to 
Mr. II osa. was that he should put the money j 
into a valise, start from Philadelphia at night, 
goon to New York and thence to Albany, riding 
the entire distance on the platform of the rear 
car, aud the mstaut he saw a torch held up by 
a man waving a handkerchief he was to throw 
the valise on the track, with the warning that 
if the tram was stopped tho child's tnroat 
would lie cut 
Mr. Ross went throngh this frightful ordeal, 
standing on his feet tho entire distance, every 
nerve on an intense strain, with the fear of 
missing the signal, which was looked for in 
vain. 
His own description of this heart-rend­ 
ing journey is thrilling, 
hut, coming after 
months of* mental agonv and over-fatigue, it 
terminated in a severe illness, which decided 
his wife aud family to m u the risk of paving 
the ransom in advance, in the faint hope that 
the boy would be returned; but though all 
their directions were followed, the child-thieves 
on whose tra k the police now were, failed to 
appear, and a lull ensued for several weeks. 
Then the public were electrified at hearing 
that two burglars had been killed while rob­ 
bing a house iu Bay Ridge; that one, Mosher, 
died instantly, and that las comrade, Douglass, 
lived only long onoqgh to confess the stealing 
of Charley Iioss, and to solemnly swear that 
no ouo but the dead man knew his wherealionts, 
and so it is to-day that tho fate of that little, 
sunny-faced, goldeii-haired boy is still wrapped 
in a dark mystery. 
The safety of millions of children has been 
purchased, it seems too sadly true, by the life 
of one, though the parents of that one still 
fondly cling to the hope that their sou will somo 
day appear among them. 
“The hue and cry that rang thia great Repub­ 
lic,” said Mr. Ross, “strangled this species of 
crime in its birth. 
No one dreamed before 
what a hold a child of 4 years had on the heart 
of a nation, and, though at the time my child 
was stolen there was no law by which his kid­ 
nappers could be punished, this and a number 
of other states have since then made the crime 
of child-stealing for the purpose of extortion 
punishable by twenty-five vears of solitary 
imprisonment, with hard labor, and a fine of 
#15,000. 
“ I have,” continued Mr. Ross, “examined 
personally into 700 cases of bovs supppoeed to 
be my son since his disappearance; have 
traveled thousands of miles in pursuit of him, 
and spent over $60,000 in trying to trace him in 
vain. 
In tlie first two years alone over three 
hundred children, scattered from Maine to 
Ban Francisco, and even in England, Scotland, 
Cuba, Nova Scotia and Canada, were sup- 
t>o*ed to be my child from the resemblance to 
lis pictures or the mystery surrounding them. 
L have often thought of the extraordinary 
number, if girls are included, or children 
about whose existence and surroundings there 
is something suspicious. ” 
“ Has this hunt for Charley ever resulted in 
the return of any lost children to their 
parents?*' 
“ Yes, of a num ber; for, though mine was 
the first case on which a ransom had been 
put, 
other children have been stolen 
by 
tramps 
to beg for them, 
and 
even 
in 
some cases taken for personal revenge. 
Tho 
most pitiful case I know was that of little 
Henry Lachmuller, of S t Louis, who was 
stolen from his father’s garden by two tramps, 
who had a woman with them, and wanted a 
child to beg. 
Mr. Lachmnller offered large 
reward*, and employed every available means 
to recover his child* traveling all over Europe, 
and several times in this country advertising 
his loss, but all in vain. 
“ Well, one day I received a letter from Ches­ 
ter, 111., describing tho tram ps who had been 
brutal in their treatment of a child supposed to

learning of tho death of Dr. Jacob H. Stewart, 
which took place at his residence in St Paul, 
on Monday evening at eight o' clock of apoplexy. 
Monday morning ho attended his patients as 
usual and did not complain of much suffering 
until afternoon, w hen the intensity of pain in 
liis head was such that the agony became unen­ 
durable. 
At 4 o, clock he went to bed, and 
an hour later Dr, D. W. Hand was sum ­ 
moned. 
The 
physician 
found 
his 
con­ 
frere unconscious, 
aud ho 
did 
not re­ 
gain perfect 
consciousness beforo 
death. 
The knowledge of this unexpected public be­ 
reavement soon became general in S t Paul, 
and the estimation in which deceased was held 
by those among whom he has lived for thirty 
years was evidenced by the hearty, unfeigned 
and general sorrow felt and expressed on the 
streets and in all places of public resort 
Dr. 
Btewart was born in Connecticut in January, 
1829, and was therefore in his fifty-sixth year. 
While an infant his father—Dr. Philander H. 
Stewart, a practitioner whoso skill gained him 
more than local fame—moved with his family 
to Peekskill, ou tho Hudson above New York. 
In 1*R>, he entered the University of New 
York, and graduated in 1851 with high honors 
mid the degree of doctor oftnedicine. 
He came 
to 8t, Paul in 1855 and immediately had a large 
practice, which he pursued, save when pre­ 
vented by public duties, until his death. 
In 
1861 he was surgeon of 
the First 
Minn 
esota 
and 
was 
captured 
at 
Bull 
iiun- 
Dr. Btewart served untii tho close of tho war 
as examining surgeon for army recruits at Bt 
Paul. 
Iu 1864 he was elected mayor of Bt 
Paul, and was again elected to the mayoralty 
in 1869, 1871 and 1«73. 
In 1864 he was ap­ 
pointed postmaster, and in this position also 
his executive talents bore fru it 
Of legisla­ 
tive honors he had full share serving term* 
both as state senator and representative, and 
always to tbo satisfaction of his constituency. 
In 1876 he was nominated by the ltepnolicans 
for congress, and in the autnmn of that yeat 
waa elected over W. W. McNair, Democrat, by 
a large majority. 
Succeeded in congress in 
1879 by W. D. W ashburn, Dr. Steward re­ 
turned to B t Paul and the same year was ap­ 
pointed surveyor general of Minnesota by pre­ 
sident Have*, succeeding Gen. J. IL Baker. 
He was president of the B ute Medical So­ 
ciety and had many other honorable positions

Being emboldered for having escaped punish­ 
ment for his offense at Buford, he again en­ 
gaged in the same business while the Hoveoth 
cavalrv was camped at Camp Sturgis, where 
Fort Meade now stands, during Ihe summer of 
1878. He operated this time on the field traders, 
Fanolieim and Roberts, aud was again de­ 
tected, tried by court mai ’ tai, convicted aud 
sentenced to lie dishonorably di*" barged from 
the service, with afoif*uL«r of all i>M’ ami al­ 
lowances, and to 1*3 <•entitled ath aru abor^Tra­ 
der charge of a guard, for one year.

The observers 
w ill be left until next year, when 
they will he relieved by another 
steamer,

W hen twelve o'clock cornea, there ar© 
perhaps a dozen lawyers sitting at tli* 
tables within tlio bar, and a score of 
spectators waiting on the crimson plush 
sofas for the court to open. 
A rustle oj 
silk is heard from the oj»en door lead­ 
ing to the retiring-room s. 
At the other 
sl'lc of the chamlier sits a young man at 
a de.-k, who has been listening for a few 
m inutes for th at sound. 
Ho rises, and 
announces in a clear voice: 
“The Hon­ 
orable the Chief Justices and Associate 
Justices of the Suprem o C ourt of the 
U nited States,” whereupon lawyers and 
spectators all get up on their feet. The 
rustling sound approaches, and there 
enters a procession of nine dignified old 
men, clad in black silk gowns that 
reach alm ost to their feet, with w id© 
sleeves and am ple skirts. 
At the head 
walks the Chief-Justice, and the others 
follow in the order of their lengtli of 
service in the court. 
They stand a 
moment in front of their chairs, and all 
bow at once to the bar. 
The lawyers 
return the salute; then the judges sit 
down, the Associates being careful, 
how ever, nos to occupy their chairs Im» 
f o r e the Chief-Justice is settled in his. 
Now the young man, who is the crier, 
exclaims, in a monotonous fashion : 
“Oyez! oyez! 
oyez! 
All persons 
having business l>eforc tho H onorable 
Suprem e C ourt of the United States are 
admonished to draw near and give their 
attention, for the court is now sitting. 
Uod save the U nited States and this 
honorable court!” 
Business begins prom ptly and is dis­ 
patched rapidl"’. 
First, motions are 
heard, then the docket is taken up. 
The Chief Justice calls the case in order 
in a quiet tone, and a law-yer is on the 
floor m aking an argum ent, while y o u 
are still expecting that there will l>e 
some further form ality attending the 
opening of so august a tribunal. 
The proceedings are itnprcsHve only 
from tiieir sim plicity. 
Usually the ar­ 
gum ents of counsel are delivered in 
low, conversational tones. 
O ften the 
judges interrupt to ask questions. 
In 
patent cases, model* of m achinery are 
frequently used to illustrate an argu­ 
ment, and are handed up to the judge* 
for examination, or a blackboard is used 
for diagram s. 
W ere it not for the gray 
hair and black gow ns of the judges, you 
might almost imagine at tim es that the 
gentlem an 
at the blacklniard, with 
crayon iu hand, was a college professor 
lecturing to a class. 
O r you may hap- 
j**n in w hen a lawyer in charge of a ease 
is leaning over the long dcak in front of 
tlie judges, holding a conversation with 
one of them on some intricate point in 
a mechanical device, and you would 
hardly think that the conversation wa* 
the plea in a patent case involving per­ 
haps a million dollars. 
The bench has long l»een only a tra ­ 
dition in all our oonrts. 
Each Justice 
of the Suprem e Court has a chair to 
suit his ow n notions of w hat constitute* 
a com fortable seat.

have high back* to rest the h eal, some 
have low backs; some have horse-hair 
cushions, some vel vet, some no cushions 
at all.

SUGGESTIONS OF VALUE. 


To T\Ke oil-spots out of matting, rt<\, 
wet the spot with alcohol, rub it with 
?*ard soap, and then wash w ell w ith cold 
« a ter. 
To r e n o v a t e old black silk sponge it 
with spirits of ammonia or alcohol, di­ 
luted with water, and press on tlie 
v. rong side. 
To r e m o v e stains from cups or other 
articles of tableware or marbleized oil­ 
cloths. rub them with saleratus, either 
with the finger or a piece of linen. 
To rid a room of the disagreeable 
smell of fresh paint, let a pailful of wa­ 
ter in w hich a handful of hay has l»een 
placed stand in the room over night. 


C"FKEE pounded in a mortar and 
roasted on an iron plate, sugar burned 
on hot coals, and vinegar boiled with 
myrrh and sprinkled on the floor and 
furniture of a sick room, are excellent 
deodorizers. 
I k you dip your broom in clean, hot 
suds once a week, then shake it till it is 
almost dry, and then hang it up, or 
stand it with the handle down, it will 
last twice as long as it would without 
this operation. 
To IN SU R E paste from molding put 
into it a proportion of alum and resin. 
A few drops of any essential oil will 
preserve leather from mold, and a single 
clove put into a Imttle of ink will have 
the same effect upon it. 
When alxmt to buttonhole the bottom 
of a flannel skirt, w hether for a child or 
woman, double the flannel as if you 
were to hem it, and baste it in place. 
This will give flrnmeaa and body to it, 
and it will last at least twice as long. 
T he fuchsia should have a period of 
rest, during which time it will drop its 
leaves, and when at rest water sparingly. 
If the pot is plunged iu a shaded situa­ 
tion it will not require any watering 
during the summer, or, if tlie plant is in 
flower all summer, put in a warm, dry 
cellar until al>ont the 1st of March. 
To g r o w a pretty vine from the sw eet 
potato, put a tuber in pure sand, or 
sandy loam, in a hanging basket, aval 
water occasionally. 
It will throw out 
tt ndrils and beautiful leaves, and climb 
freely over tlie arms of the basket, and 
ipward toward the top of the window 
Not one visitor in a hundred but will 
suppose it to be some rare foreign plant. 
W hitenino Beeswax.—My way is to 
make the wax and pour it while hot in­ 
to a quantity of the coldest water I can 
get : the cold water sets it quickly and 
it will look like a large sponge; then 
take out of the water and lay it in a 
sunny place out of doors, leaving it 
there untii white enough to suit, occa­ 
sionally turning it over. 
It bleaches in 
u short time. 
Then melt again and 
mould it into any desired shape. Some­ 
times I strain it through a cloth at tho 
final melting.—Exchange. 
By taking the upper eyelashes be­ 
tween the thumb and finger, and draw­ 
ing tlie lid completely over the under 
lashes, and gently moving it backward 
and forward, any specks in the eye 
fasten onto the lower fringe, and remani 
there after having let go the upper. 
This is a sure plan and can be adopted 
anywhere; but it requires some perse­ 
verance. to acquire it, and should not be 
given up if the first attempts are un­ 
successful. 
Any disagreeable feeling 
about it is not half so painful or danger­ 
ous as is occasioned by the smallest 
speck.

MISHKA'S EXECUTION. 


A Soldier’s Remarkable Crime and its Ex­ 
piation-Remarkable Coolness of tbe 
Prisoner. 
Correspondence of th© Commercial Advertiser. 
It is not often that capital punish­ 
ment ia inflicted in Italy; and if any 
man ever deserved the benefit of exten­ 
uating eirciirostanoes, Misdea did. 
But 
Jie was a soldier, and military laws are 
more severe than civil laws. 
Misdea’s 
history ami crime were worthy of scien­ 
tific study, however, and more good to 
society m ight have been gained by 
keeping him under observation than by 
shooting him in the back. 
Misdea was a young Calabrese, and 
was serving his soldier years when he 
committed the crime for which his lite 
lias been taken. 
He was so particular­ 
ly mild and gentle in his speech and 
manners that 
his 
fellow 
soldiers 
looked upon him almost as an imbecile 
ami frequently laughed at him accord­ 
ingly, without* however, ever causing a 
frown to furrow his brow, or even a mo­ 
mentary flash of anger to light in his 
eyes. 
He had almost completed his 
soldier years without any complaint be­ 
ing brought against him, either by his 
superiors or his companions. 
Yet this 
man suddenly awoke one night with a 
terriole desire to kill his sleeping oni- 
panions, and then and there in the 
d irkness of the night, he fell indiscrim­ 
inately upon his companions, striking 
right and left, with the fury of a mad­ 
man. 
The terror and confusion that 
ensued can be imagined. 
No one saw 
or knew whence the fatal blows came 
till a light was procured, when Misdea 
was seen frantically rushing about, with 
his eyes out of their sockets, and his 
hands red with blood. 
He had killed 
eight of his companions before he could 
be secured. 
The following 
morning all Italy 
clamored for Misdea’s blood. 
He had, 
however, to be tried, and tried by court 
martial. 
The highest and greatest in 
Naples sought permission to be present 
at the trial, and it was with the utmost 
difficulty that tickets could bo pro­ 
cured. 
Everyone expected to'see a re- 
pulsive-looking, gigantic brigand kind 
of fellow' in Misdea; instead of which 
they saw a dark, handsome, spare 
voung boy,"with a soft, gentle expres­ 
sion on his mouth, and bright, lustrous 
eyes, brimming over with m irth. 
He 
wore his uniform, also, quite elegantly 
and daintily, and a smile shone over 
his whole face. 
No m urderer ever 
looked less a murdvrer. 
When his 
counsels or magistrates spoke to him 
he only smiled. 
He smiled also when 
the witnesses bore witness against him. 
Misdea’s smile, in fact, soon became a 
subject of discussion both in conversa­ 
tion and in the press? Was it imbecili­ 
ty or was it dash? 
Once, and once 
only, did the smile disappear,when lie 
w as asked w hy lie committed the atro­ 
cious crime. 
Then his lips compressed 
and his brow knit and his eyes shot 
lightning, and he hissed out these 
Words: “To see if they had the cour­ 
age of a Calabrese—thoso Piedmoe- 
tese!” 
All Calabrese hate Piedmontese, you 
must know. 
But was that hatred suf­ 
ficient to cause such a crime? 
No. 
Four doctors proved that Misdea was 
subject to epileptic fits, during which 
lie was not responsible for his own ac­ 
tions. 
Such a man should never In? 
left unguarded or by himself; but he 
could not be punished by death for a 
crime from which he would be the first 
to shrink when in his right senses. 
Nevertheless the court sentenced him 
to death—to lie shot in the back, “ the 
most cruel death that could be inflicted 
on him ,” the president of the court told 
him when delivering the sentence; his 
counsel appealed against the sentence, 
but to no purpose; 
the doctors pub­ 
lished letters in the papers, pleading 
for mercy, but in vain; the king, who 
pardons every crime, even when di­ 
rected against himself, w as appealed to, 
but iu vain. The ministry was appealed 
to, but in vain. 
Even the archbishop 
of Naples begged for mercy, but iu 
vain. 
When the Chaplain De Luca brought 
the tidings to the cardinal’s defeat. Mis­ 
dea, and all the soldiers and guardians 
present, knelt to here the message. 
The cardinal’s appeal to the king made 
a wonderful impression here, and the 
walls were for several days placarded 
with, “ V. G. S. Via Guglielmo Sanfe- 
lice.” 
Misdea’s sentence was also pla­ 
carded on the walls, and on the fortifi­ 
cations, as also in all the barracks of 
the town, and throughout the country. 
Up to the last hour almost Misdea con­ 
tinued to believe that the king would 
pardon him. 
“He pardoned Fassan- 
ante,” ho kept 011 saying. 
Passanante, 
you know, was the mau who attempted 
to kill the king six years ago. 
Up to 
the last he swore to the chaplain he did 
not know what lie did on the night of 
the crime; that he must have been drunk, 
but that, anyway, lie 
repented of 
what 
ho 
had 
so 
involuntarily 
done. The chaplain, Do Luca, remained 
with Misdea from the moment thesea- 
tonee was pronounced to the last. 
Misdea, like most Italians, had an image 
of the Yirgon Mary round his neck, and 
he kissed this incessantly. On the even­ 
ing before his death he ate macaroni 
aud fried fish. 
The execution was 
fixed for 4 :20 o’clock in the morning. 
Misdea left prison at 2 :30 o’clock in a car 
draw n by four horses, accompanied by 
carbineers on horseback and 
a com­ 
pany of foot soldiers. The chaplain and 
six soldiers sat with him in the car. 
Misdea smoked all the way. 
I10 lis­ 
tened to the chaplain, however, with 
great respect. 
They arrived at the 
place of execution at 4 o’clock precisely. 
The first thing Misdea saw on alighting 
was the funeral car that was afterwards 
to take his body to the burialground. 
11c alighted without assistance, 
and 
stood erect all the time the colonel of 
the regiment read the 
sentence 
to 
him. 
After this 
Misdea was 
tied 
to a chair with his back to the sol­ 
diers ; his eyes were next bandaged, and 
then the chaplain was led aw ay by an 
officer. 
Fourteen of the best shots in 
the regiment were chosen for the execu­ 
tion, eight of whom stood in front and 
six at the back. 
At a sign the forward 
eight moved silently to about five steps 
from Misdea, whilst the reserve stood 
six times at 10 steps from the first. 
Then came a moment of intense silence, 
then at a sign, the soldiers fired. 
Death 
was instantaneous. 
Six balls had en­ 
tered the head, tw o the 1 >ack. 
The body 
fell forward, dragging the chair with it. 
The chaplain fainted. 
It was impos­ 
sible to examine the skull, it being com­ 
pletely fractured. 
The night before his 
execution Misdea wrote a most affection­ 
ate letter to his mother. 
In the opinion 
of many tins execution was as great a 
crime as Misdea’s. 
I understand that 
this extreme rigor has been showrn Mis­ 
dea because thero has been so many 
cases of crime and insubordination in 
the army, ami it is hoped that this ter­ 
rible example may have a salutary effect 
on the army in general—Yedreiao, as 
Italians say. 


A Chicago Castle. 


l ’otter Palmer, the proprietor of the 
Palmer House at Chicago, is building 
a residence on the shores of Lake Michi­ 
gan in a style of architecture rarely 
seen in America, and sufficiently ex­ 
traordinary to confer notority upon him 
similar t 5 that enjoyed by Mr. Vander­ 
bilt and other owners of exceptional 
houses. 
It is on the new Lake Shore 
drive leading out to Lincoln Park, and 
somewhat resembles the old Edwin 
Forrest mansion on the Hudson, now 
owned by the Mount St. Vincent So­ 
ciety, being a close copy of an ancient 
baronial castle in Alsace, so close, in­ 
deed, that comfort has in some cases, 
been sacrificed for sentiment. 
The 
stone used is of a light browu color, 
with trimmings ol a darker shade. The 
front of the house consists of an enor­ 
mous round tower, with occasional tall, 
narrow w indows in it to admit the light, 
which rises perhaps forty feet from the 
ground aud is embellished with bat­ 
tlements, gurgoils, little turrets jut­ 
ting out here and there, and all the 
paraphernalia of a mediaeval fort. 
On 
the left of the tower is the main body of 
the house, likewise in the correct feudal 


style, which descends behind a story at 
a time until the whole slopes off to the 
dog kennels in the back yard, which al­ 
so resembles those supposed to have 
been iu vogue in the middle ffges. 
A 
conservatory 
is 
attached, 
and the 
grounds are lieing laid otit on an exten­ 
sive and attractive plan. 
The great 
round tower in front has a sort of spiral 
twist of light stone circulating to the 
top and giving a sort of gingerbread ap­ 
pearance to it. 
The tower is mirmount­ 
ed with a flagstaff to carry a flag when 
th© lord of the manor is at home. 
Strangers in Chicago often mistake Mr. 
Palm er’s house for the 
North Side 
W ater W orks, which it somewhat re­ 
sembles and which are in that part of 
the city. 
Mr. Palmer’s wife, formerly 
Miss Honore, is a sister of the wife of 
Col. Fred Grant, and is much younger 
than her husband, being but thirty-two, 
while he is past sixty. 
It is thought 
that some day she will be a rich widow. 
Potter Palm er, whoso whole idea seems 
to make money, is said to derive an in­ 
come of $ 1,000 a day the year round 
from the Palm er House.—N. Y. G raph­ 
ic. 


YELLOW F E V E R EPIDEMIC. 


A Talk With Governor Blackburn—The 
Disease Hot Contagious, but Epidemic. 
From the Louisville Oourier-JourusL 
A reporter yesterday met ex-Govern­ 
or Luke P. Blackburn, and knowing 
that he had probably been through 
more cholera and yellow-fever epidem­ 
ics than any other mau alive, asked him 
w hat his opinion was as to the probabil­ 
ity that cholera would invade this coun- 
try. 
“No man can toll,” said the ex-gov­ 
ernor; “ it comes as a thief in the night, 
without warning, as it came to Frank­ 
fort, Kv., in 1822. 
At that time there 
were some cases in New York, but no­ 
where else in the United Stab*. 
It 
struck Frankfort on November 24; it 
was very cold and the ground was fro­ 
zen. 
It had snowed that morning. No 
one expected the cholera any more than 
they expected an earthquake; yet l>e- 
tween 12 o’clock at night and daylight 
twelve persons had died of it. 
Again, 
the disease may come as it did in 1825. 
In 1822 cholera had prevailed in every 
limestone district iu the state of Ken­ 
tucky, but in 110 granite district in this 
state or elsowhere. 
It had passed off 
the continent and all fears had disap- 
peared; yet on Saturday, August 5, 
1835, it broke out in Versailles and in 
Hopkinsville, towns 15(J miles apart, at 
about the same hour. 
At each place it 
prevailed about the same length of time 
fourteen days, with great fatality. 
It 
did not extend tw o miles into the coun­ 
try from either town.” 
“Do you consider the disease conta­ 
gious ?” asked the reporter. 
“No, of course not,” said the doctor. 
“The facts clearly indicate that it is not. 
The words contagion and infection are 
used synonymously; yet they areas dis­ 
similar as any tw o diseases. 
Contagion, 
as the word implies, is taking a disease 
by contact. 
Contagious diseases can 
he taken time and again by actual con­ 
tact. 
An infectious disease is taken 
through the medium of the atmosphere 
within a localized distance, without 
actual physical contact. 
The atmos­ 
phere that surrounds the patient, or 
which 
is in the room 
where lie 
is, becomes pregnant with some m a­ 
terial 
substance, 
either 
fungi 
or 
bacteria—with some substances which 
must possess either animal or veget­ 
able life. 
Among infectious diseases 
small-pox, yellow fever, scarlet fever, 
measles and whooping cough. 
Barring 
exceptions, an infectious diseases can 
only be taken once. 
One attack gives 
an immunity from others. 
This, in­ 
deed, is the marked characteristic of 
infectious diseases.” 
“Do you lielieve that a strict quaran­ 
tine will keep eholera out of the coun­ 
try ?” 
“I am decidedly a believer in quaran­ 
tine against all infectious diseases; but 
certainly not against cholera, which is 
not of that class. 
Gold weather w ill 
destroy yellow fever; as every one 
knows, and hot weather will di’stroy 
scarlet 
fever; 
but season 
lias no 
influence over cholera. 
It has been 
here in winter, summer, spring and 
autumn; 
it was as fatal in Moscow 
w hen the snow w as 14 feet deep as it 
ever was in the tropics. 
In order that 
quarantine may prevail against cholera 
it must l*> an infectious disease; but if 
it is an infectious disease, you start a 
case of cholera anywhere in the world 
and it is bound to kill every person iu 
the world liefore it stops. 
W hat is to 
stop it? 
The season lias no influence 
over it, and one attack only predisposes 
a person to a second attack instead of 
giving immunity. 
You may cure a 
case, but in the meanwhile somebody 
else has taken it, and the spread goes 
011. 
A jierson who has hail it once will 
meet ami contract it again, and so on to 
the cud. 
You may follow the course of 
cholera from the Ganges to the Equa­ 
tor, and you will find that it has never 
prevailed in a granite country, but al­ 
ways in a calcareous conn try. 
“ Has this anything to do with the or­ 
igin of cholera?” 
“Yes; there are evidently two causes 
for cholera—a remote or atmospheric 
cause aud tlio immediate cause, which 
must l>e the character of the w ater used. 
When the atmospheric cause prevails, 
the earthy salts contained in limestone 
water aud the organic matter in water 
that after standing 24 hours becomes 
offensive, are the exciting or immediate 
cause and develop the disease. 
I thiuk 
thero is no occasion for special alarm 
Ijecause of the existence of cholera in 
France. It may drop down upon Louis­ 
ville to-night and kill a great many peo­ 
ple, as it lias come suddenly heretofore 
to other places; but to-morrow every 
man can protect himself and his family 
by boiling the water that they drink, or 
by using green tea, this being an as­ 
tringent and more palatable than boiled 
water. 
The water of tea should be 
thoroughly boiled and it may then be 
cooled bv putting lake ice in it.”

Some Seasonable H ints for the 
Benefit of H eated Humanity. 


From tho Philadelphia Times. 
The tem perature of our bodies, which 
normally is about ninety-eight and one- 
lialf degrees, is modified markedly by 
our clothing, our food and driuk, our 
habits whether active or otherwise, and 
by the tem perature of the place in 
which wo may happen to bo. 
The 
point just named is one of the most im­ 
portant, yet little need l>o said of it for 
the reason that now this is practically 
beyond our cont rol. 
Excess of moisture 
in the air is said to l>e and doubtless 
does make a high tem perature more 
distressing, becauso it causes the w ater 
that 
exudes from our bodies in the 
form of sweat to remain upon tho sur­ 
face of the l>ody, a circumstance that 
greatly retards the elimination of heat. 
Gentle currants of cool air are agreeable 
and refreshing, because they hasten the 
evaporation from the surface. 
The influence of muscular activity on 
the liody tem perature is well known 
aud though we cannot all control our 
movements at all times, yet by experi­ 
ence all will find that “go slow” is a 
very good rule to go by in hot weather 
— that is, when the tem perature of the 
air gets up among the nineties, previous 
to which none should complain. 
The food and drink most suitable for 
summer use can lie quickly named. Use 
a minimum amount of fat and heated 
food, but take care to use the most nu­ 
tritious and digestable substances that 
can be commanded. 
Heated foods are 
liest used at breakfast time. 
Perfectly 
mature fruits used raw or fruit not 
quite ripe cooked. 
Cold boiled ham, 
tongue or beef, good bread and butter 
and good cold milk make a suitable sum­ 
mer lunch. 
The milk may at times be 
susbtituted by cold lemonade. The two 
should, however, in no case be used to­ 
gether. 
The clothing best adapted to 
hot weather wear is loose garments of 
woolen fabrics, notably flannel. 
This 
for the reason that the material just 
named aids the eva[>oration from the 
surface of the body liefore referred to. 
Wiping the face, hands and arms with 
a cloth wet w ith cool water, folio wed 
by drying these surfaces gently, is at 
times very grateful.

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Disease of the Bladier in a Horse. 
About a month ago my horse refused 
to eat hay, though he eats oats, po- 
tatooL beets, and turnips; his urine is 
white, and his hind legs have l>egun to 
swell; what can lie done for him ? 
Ans.—The horso is 
suffering from 
disease of the bladder, probably catarrh, 
as indicated, by the whiteness of the 
urine, and it may lie that tho stomach 
and bowels are involved in the disorder, 
as indicated by the capricious appetite. 
Give a pint of linseed oil, and repeat it 
the second day. 
Then give one dram 
doses of chlorate of potash daily for 10 
days; feed at the same time bran and 
linseed mash, with one dram of pow­ 
dered gentian root, or Peruvian bark. 
The swollen legs should 1m) rubbed with 
a rough roolen cloth and then with al­ 
cohol applied by tho hand.—liural New 
Yorker. 


Every farmer should keep a can of the 
ollowing 
m ixture: 
Kerosene, 
two 
quarts; linseed oil, one g ill; resin, one 
ounce. 
Melt the resin in the linseed 
oil, and add to the kerosene. 
Coat all 
fstoel or iron tools, wherever bright, 
with this when they are to lie idle, if 
for only a few days. 
It will not take 
half a minute or half a tablespoonful of 
the mixture to coat a plow, when one 
has finished using it, and it will prevent 
all rust and save hrdf a day s time in 
cleaning it when it is again needed, be­ 
sides saving the team many thousand of 
pounds extra pulling. 
Coat the iron 
work of the mowers and reapers with it 
w'hen they are put away for winter. 
A 
little rust is only a little thing, but it 
makes much difference in the aggregate.

take their places in the ranks, for tho 
coining battle —it was placed a good dis­ 
tance in the rear of the right wing, 
which early in the morning began to 
take position as rapidly as the dense 
pine and scrub oak forest* would permit. 
So that the men of the brigade had a good 
chance to guess, by noting the bulk of 
the troops passing and tho direction 
taken, where the storm of battle would 
Ihi most likely to burst forth—that is to 
say, on our right. 
Finally, late in the afternoon, the or­ 
der for the assault was passed along the 
right wing, and the deadly work began, 
with tho preliminary cannon shots and 
tho wing forward of skirmishers, and 
instantly a crash and yell arose— 


“ A h if tlio h o m ls fro m heaven th a t fe ll 
Had pealed th e b a n n e r cry of hell” — 
as the first lino of the confederates 
swept forward in the charge. 
In order to projierly appreciate the 
desperation of this battle it Is necessary 
breifly to describe the position held by 
Gen. McClellan’s army. 
Tho River 
road, which at that time was a very well 
built and w ide road for that part of the 
country, for a couple miles runs along 
Malvern hill, w hich is a high bluff of a 
hundred feet or so, and which abruptly 
drops into the plain below. 
Along the 
crest the federal general liad planted 
cannon as thickly as could l>e done to 
work 
them effectively. 
Both of his 
wings were refused, in military parlance, 
toward tlio river, and were protected 
by gunboats so anchored as to obtain a 
partial enfilading tiro on an assault­ 
ing force. 
In fact, the position 
tak­ 
en 
up by the 
federal army 
was 
a 
nuturd 
fortress, 
so 
to 
sj>eak. 
When, as above stated, battle was 
joined on the right Kemper’s brigade 
was moved up to lie within supporting 
distance of the fighting line, and hero 


of the land, were very imperfectly sup­ 
ported by their artillery. 
As I said, above, the pursuit was no 
pursuit at all, properly speaking, and 
tho confederate army encamped a few 
miles beyond the fields, leaving Gen. 
McClennan to pursue his way unmo­ 
lested to his shelter at 
Harrison’s 
landing. 
One thing I want to say, is that all 
the confederate wounded captured in 
this compaign, and who were recaptur­ 
ed in the pursuit, gave warm testimony 
to the humanity and kindness with 
which they were treated by tho Yankee 
surgeons, and many a man is living at 
this day who would now be dead if it 
had not been for that kindness. 
Thus ended the first battle, which 
showed tho wondorful pluck and endur- 
aneo of the army of the Potomac after 
repeated disaster—qualities which were 
maintained to the end of the struggle.

attained the foot of the blazing volcano 
whose fire they were endeavoring to 
quench, ami when they came running 
back defeated in a confused mass, their 
retreat was even more disastrous to 
them than their orderly advance. 
And 
this useless hurling of these devoted 
brigades against a position even more 
impregnable than Marye’s heights at 
Fredericksburg continued at intervals 
until the sun went down. 
The confed­ 
erate batteries, which succeed**! in tic- 
ploying from the wooils onto the plain, 
were invariably knocked into smithe­ 
reens bv the time they hod fired twoor 
three rounds. 
From 
time to time flying aid-de- 
camps, as they dashed by us, would 
shout, “All going well on the right.” 
“Their left wing is doubled up. ” “Jack­ 
son is driving them ," and so on. but for 
the life of us we couldn’t see, if all this 
were true, whv the sacrifiee of men 
plainly visible in the center was necess­ 
ary. 
Thus matters went on until sun­ 
down, when the brigade was ordered 
attention, and we supi>oHed that we 
were to l>e ordered into instant action; 
ami from the streams of wounded going 
to the rear, and their statements that 
our troops had not gained a foot of 
ground and were much used up, wo au­ 
gured most unfavorably for the result, 
should McClellan throw forward his left 
wing in full force. 
However, he didn’t 
do so, ami when darkness closed in we 
were ordered to stack arms ami go to 
sleep. 
Save now ami then a rattling 
volley at various |mints of the lino, the 
musketry had at this time ceased, al­ 
though the batteries shelled the woods 
and each other until ‘J or 10 o’clock, 
when they too were hushed. 
We passed into sleep that night with 
the unpleasant consciousness that our 
arms had sustained a bloody repulse, and 
that in all probability we should have 
another sanguinary battlo on the morrow 
with the issue thereof very doubtful. 
It 
will not be doubted that this feeling was 
somewhat a damper upon our martial 
enthusiasm. 
The next morning at sun up we received 
the welcome intelligence that the federal 
army had retreated from 
its 
strong 
position in the night. 
As our brigade 
was in reserve the day before, it was or­ 
dered into w hat might be termed a tech­ 
nical pursuit—very technical, indeed, it 
proved to be, as 110 vory energetic at­ 
tempt was made so far as I could see to 
tackle the rear guard of the retreating 
army. 
In order to gain the line of re­ 
treat the brigade, followed by the other 
brigades of the division, m ale a detour, 
passed over 
the 
road 
through the 
pines leading into 
the 
plain. 
Here 
tho 
effect of 
tho concentrated fire 
of the 
federal 
batteries 
was 
aw­ 
ful to contemplate. 
On either side of 
tho road for a hundred yards the trees 
wore mowed down and splintered up as 
if a ternado had passed. 
Overturned 
guns, exploded caissons ami ammuni­ 
tion wagons, uead horses and dead ar­ 
tillerists, were heaped in promiscuous 
confusion, and it was with great diffi­ 
culty that the infantry could force a 
pathway to the ojien space beyond. 
Here again on either side w as a verita­ 
ble wreck of dismounted guns, broken 
wheels, limber chests, horses mashed 
up, ami men crushed out of all sem­ 
blance to humanity. 
The morning was 
bright and beautiful, with afresh breeze 
from the river blowing, but its downy 
wings were laden with the odors of a 
slaughter lions**, seized upon in j'assing 
over the fatal plain lielow. 
I have seen 
many battlefields, but never one so hor­ 
rible and repulsive to the sight as 
this same one of Malvern Hill. 
I 
never had a nightmare for 
months 
afterward when all its features were 
not recalled, and the semblance in the 
dreams could not intensify the horror 
of the waking reality. 
From tho thick­ 
ets to the foot of the heights where 
McClellan’s batteries were planted it is 
no exaggeration to say that for a mile 
and a half one might have walked on 
dead men without putting foot to earth. 
And such dead men! 
Heads cut off, 
limbs lopped, bowels torn out, legs torn 
from the trunks, trunks crushed into 
an uudistingulshablo mass -a heaped 
up mass of pounded flesh, that had been 
strong, breathing men twelve hours l>e- 
fore. 
O h ! it was horrible! and this es­ 
pecially where the huge shells of the 
gunboats had exploded among the as­ 
saulting ranks. 
We crossed the plain, 
avoiding stepping 011 the dead as well 
as we could, and came to the road 
where Jackson had fought. 
Save that 
the dead were not lying so thickly as 
011 the plain the same feature was ob­ 
servable, the skill with w hich the fed­ 
eral batteries had lieen massed, for 
nearly all were the victims of cannon 
shot or shell. 
The federal infantry

I t may not be generally knmwn, but 
it is nevertheless the fact, th at the 
United States is the leading producer 
of peppermint and pepperm int oil in 
the world. 
I t is principally grown in 
the state of Michigan and in W ayne 
County, N. Y. 
Our production of the 
oil in 1878 reached as high as 150,000 
pounds, but in 1883 the yield was com­ 
puted as not more tlian 35,000 pounds. 
This year a larger acreage has been 
planted, but prices have advanced on ac­ 
count of the decreased stocks. 
The us­ 
ual annual consumption of the world 
is almut 100,000 pounds, but it is ex­ 
pected there will be a considerable in­ 
crease this year, as also in other essen­ 
tial oils, on account of apprehension of 
choleva. Pepperm int is grown to best 
advantage in good garden soils, but re­ 
quires an abundance of moisture. 
An 
acre will grow plants enough to yield 
from eight to fifteen pounds of oil, ac­ 
cording to the ago of the plant and the 
locality, and the price is from $.3225 to 
$3.75 a pound. 
There are no large 
farms entirely dovoted to this product, 
but it is cultivated in small quantities 
by many farmers. 
It is used in medi­ 
cine, confectionery and for perfum ery, 
and is diluted with alcolrol and water to 
to make essence of pepperm int. 
It is 
also largely used by sanitary enginoors 
for testing joints and tra \ m , a few drops 
poured in a wash bowl or rdcmet making 
its presence sensible to smell at any im­ 
perfect joints in a pijm leading there­ 
from, its pungent ordor not being ap­ 
parently at all affected by the sewer 
; gases. 
Peppermint is to a considerable 
j extent adulterated with castor oil, oil 
of turpentine and oil of pennyroyal, but 
the adulterations can be detected with­ 
out much difficulty.

taken at once. 
He proposed that the 
Yantic should at once 1*3 loaded with 
provisions, 
and with eleven men he 
j (Melville) should be sent at once to 
Caj>e York, where they could lie left 
with the provisions and equipment, and 
the v«*sel return home. 
Then Melville 
and his men were to carry out a perfect­ 
ly feasable plan for reaching Cape Sa­ 
bine with food, where he felt satisfied 
that Greely w as, aud bring them safe 
back to Ca|xi York. 
This plan as ex­ 
plained to Secretary Chandler, rnet with 
his approval, but before adopting it he 
finally submitt***! it to the Naval Board, 
which at once rejected it and succeeded 
in inducing Secretary Chandler to aban­ 
don the plan because of the Board's 
jealousy of the gallant engineer. 
Had 
this plan by Melville been adopted,” 
said the officer, “the whole party would 
have been saved, liecause Greely was 
then at Cape Sabine.”—Philadelphia 
Record.
